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HARDING BRANDS LEAGUE 


IRREDEEMABLE FAILURE 


Promises Effort, With Aid of Men of Both Parties, 


to Form World Association. 


Marion, Ohio, Aug. 28.—Pronounc- 


ing the existing league of nations an 
irredeemable failure. Senator Hard- 
Ing today proposed a new effort to 
construct a world association on.tho 
framework of The Hague 
tribunal 


clothed with such attributes of the 
league covenant as may be found safe 
and practicable. 


He pledged himself, if elected, to 


make an immediate effort, with the 
advice of the ablest men of both po- 
litical parties, to form such an asso- 
ciation either by putting teeth into 
The Hague court, or b'y revising the 
covenant to protect national aspira- 
tions. 


HIS POSITION". 


The declaration, made in a front 


porch speech to a delegation of In- 
diana Republicans, detailed the Re- 
publican 
nominee's position on the 


nation's foreign relations. 
The sen- 


ator replied directly to the arguments 
of his Democratic opponent. Governor 
COT. and declared the league Issue 
had been equarely Joined. 


The league, the candidate asserted, 


*ad broken down at its first test in 
Poland and now had "passed beyond 
the possibility of restoration." 
He 


answered suggestions that he be 
more specific by asserting that de- 
tailed specifications were impossible 
In view of the changing world opin- 
ion. 


' PEACE RESOLUTION. 


Passage cf a peao» resolution, he 


eontinued, would 
make an actual 


peace effective without negotiation 
of a separate treaty with Germany. 


He also replied to charges of undue 


senate influence by asserting that as 
president he would be quite as vigi- 
lant as he had been as a senator to 
prevent trespass on that branch of 
the government In which he served. 


THE SPEECH. 


The text of the speech follows in 


part: 


"Let •us suppose the senate had rat- 


ified the peace treaty containing the 
league covenant. 
Before this day we 


•would have been called upon to fulfill 
the obligations which we had assumed 
under article ten to preserve the ter- 
ritorial integrity of Poland as against 
external aggression. 


"The council of the league of na- 


tions would have reasoned correctly 
that the United States could furnish 
the munitions and. if necessary, the 
men far more easily than tha ex- 
hausted nations of Europe. We are 
glibly Informed that since only the 
congress can declare war, the con- 
gress might reject the appeal of the 
executive. But would the congress I 
do that? 
No congress would ever 


dare make this nation appear as a 
welcher, as it' would be in such an 
event before the eyes of the world. 


WILLING TO AID EUROPK. 


"For myself I yield to no man in 


ta-llllngness to render assistance to 
Europe. I include even the ruthless 
Invader, Germany. 


"It was with that feeling of sympa- 


thy that I voted to accept the league 
covenant 
wltti 
reservations. 
The 
' record is made and under the same 


conditions I should vote now as I 
>oted then. 


"Now, it may appear that I have 


been speaking chiefly in the nega- 
tive. So many things have been done 
by the present expiring administra- 
tion that no -.lower on earth could 
induce me to do, that I cannot even 
attempt to recount them. 


"On the other hand, I will not or 


shall not, as you prefer, submit to 
any wrong to any American citizen, 
•with respect to either his life or pro- 
perty by any government. 


DEFEND AMERICANS. 


"This admonition is r.ot directed ex- 


clusively toward our next door neigh- 
bor (Mexico), to whon> we would 
gladly hold forth a helping hand. It 
Js intended for notice to every gov- 
ernment on the earth that the entire 
resources of this nation are pledged 
to maintain the sacredness o£ Amer- 
3can lives and the Just protection of 
American properties. 


"The line of demarcation between 


our attitude and that of our political 
opponents is perfectly plain. 
The 


president still holds article ten to 
ba the heart of the covenant. 
So 


does the Democratic platform. 
So 


does-the Democratic nominee. He has 
flatly said he was In favor of going' 
in' on the basis announced by the 
president. I am not. 


TWO TYPES 


"There are distinctly two types of 


International relationship. One is an 
offensive and defensive alliance of 
great lowers, like that' created at 
[Versailles, to impose their will upon 
the helpless peoples-of the world. 


"The other type 1s a 
society or 


league of free nations, animated by 
considerations of right and justice, 
and not • erely proclaimed an agency 
]r. pursuit in peace, but so organized 
end so participated in as to make 
the actual attainment of p*ace a rea 
Eor.able possibility. 


"Such an association I favor with 


all my heart. 


"I believe humanity would welcome 


the creation of an international as- 
eoclation for conference and a world 
court 
whose verdicts 
all nations 


would be both willing and able to 
uphold.

Washington, Aug. 28—So m-vny ex- 


travagant claim* for the credit for 
woman suffrage and to many equally 
extravagant prediction* as to its re- 
rults are being made by partisans 
tnat it i* worth while to look into 
thi* subject from the point of view 
of the independent voter. 


Both the candidates for president, 


and also large number* of partisan 
leaders, 
partisan 
politicians 
and 


oartisan newspapers have tendered 
their congratulations to the ladies, 
>ach adding unctiously that 
he is 


«appy to feel It was his party that 
nade the thing possible. 


NOT PABTT VICTORY 


The truth about It is, the. women 


lon't owe this victory to either par- 
ty. They owe it to themselves. The 
women know this perfectly well. I 
aave 
talked, during the last two 


«r three months, with score* of the 
iromen who have led this fight, and 
jrhlle they are perfectly willing to 
»mlle and politely conceal their real 
feeling* when the men politician* 
congratulate 
them, they all under- 


Hand, and in private conversation 
«»y that they don't owe anything to 
sither party and don't propose to act 
«s if they did. 


Of course, if you go back into it 


simply as a mattter of historical In- 
terest, some things 
can be said. 


DEMOCRATS WORK HARD 


It is true that during the last half 


year or so the Democratic party has 
gone the limit in trying to bring wo- 
men (Uffrage about and In. otherwise 
trying to commend Itself to the wo- 
men. 
One reason I think is that the 


Democrats have long anticipated the 
]»ague ef nations was going to be 
an issue in this campaign, and they 
believed that with the women voting 
they would get ; better break on 
this issue than the Republican*. In 
this they are undoubtedly correct, 
More women favor a league of na; ' 
tlens than oppose it. and there are i 
more women who favor a league of 
nation* than men who favor it. 


ON NATIONAL, COMMITTEE 


Another factor in the extraordinary 


deference the Democrats have been 
paying to the women was In the per- 
sonality of the recent Democratic 
chairman. Homer S. Cummlngs. 


Mr. Cummlng* really believes In 


•he league of nations —Believes in 
It with his heart In the way 'Wilson 
bellevei in It. Mr. Cummlngs also 
believes in woman suffrage. The way 
th> Democratic national committee 
under Mr. Cummings' leadership ex- 
erted Itself In the direction of court- 
esy towards the women at the San 
Francisco convention and on oth?r 
occasions recently caused 
some of 


the more old-fashioned politicians in 
the party to feel a disapproval which 
they didn't suite dare express. 


The Democratic national committee 


at San Francisco passed and put into 
effect i resolution 
that 
horeafter 


each state shall have one woman 
m e m b e r 
to 
th'« 
one 
existing 


male memb»r The rp»mbernhrp of the 
committee was doubled, one woman 


ratify. Everybody understands that 
this condition, if seen truly as a mat- 
ter of the history ef how It came 
about long ago, I* the misfortune of 
the Democratic party and the fault 
of the Republican party. But that 
fact isn't going to prevent the Re- 
publicans from making as much po- 
litical capital out of it as they can. 


WON'T INFLUENCE VOTES 


However, the interest 
in this i* 


chiefly historical only. 
All these» 


theories to the effect that the wo- 
men are going to vote Democratic be- 
cause ef gratitude for Tennessee, nr 
that they are going to vote Repub- 
lican through gratitude because the 
bulk of the states that gave suffrage 
its momentum were Republican, Is 
nonsense, 


I think it is true that the vote of 


the women this fall will distribute it- 
self between the two parties, In a 
slightly 
different 
proportion from 


the vote of the men. But the reason 
won't have anything to do with grat- 
itude, or with anything in the past. 
The reason will be because of the 
way the parties happen to be lined 
up on the Issues—especially two of 
the Issues, and the way the women 
happen to fegl toward the person- 
alities of the two candidates as thole 
personalities emerge during the cam- 
paign. Women probably will always 
vote a little more on the basis of the 
candidates' 
personality 
than 
men 


will. 


TWO ISSUES TO GOVERN 


But most of all the women voters 


tMs fall will be pretty *ure to take 
account of two issues that are go- 
ing to appear in the campaign. One 
of these Is the league of nations. 


The women on the whole will tend 


to favor that party which seems to 
hold out the most sincere promise for 
the limitation of war. Any politician 
who fails to realize that the women 
are keenly interested In the prevent- 
ion or limitation of wars Is due for 
a bump. 


Of course. It may be that before the 


election comes, for reasons that will 
develop later, 
this 
issue 
will not 


look, as between the two parties, 


i quite tne same as it does now. 
| 
PROHIBITION 


' 
The other issue which will appeal 


to the women voters and which will 
play a larger part in the campaign 
as it goes on, is prohibition. Any one 
with the faintest capacity for ob- 
servation knows that 
women are 


more strongly opposed to liquor than 
men. 
Women will be moved to take 


tho Initiative to leave their homes 
and go out and vote on so concrete 
and obvious a moral Issue as this is, 
to a greater degree than they can be 
moved by any other consideration 
whatever. 


Up to now this "wet" versus "dry" 


issue has emerged only locally. 
In 


the east the campaign has not so far 
been discussed in terms of this issue. 
But In the west and northwest the 
altitude of the two parties toward 
prohibition Is riqlit now just as big 
an issue us the league of nations. A 
little later on It will be recognized 
all over the country as a leading Is- 
sue. And unless Cox does something 
definite in the way 
of 
separating 


himself from those influences which

supreme court of Illinois had said 
the public utility commission was a 
beneficent institution, when the facts 
are, the supreme, court merely held 
such commission had power under the 
law to act. 
The supreme court did 


not pase on the fairness or wisdom 
of such a law. 


The Fugitive Slav* Law was up- 


held by the supreme court as a valid 
law in the Dred Scott decision,/ but 
no one believes such law was either 
moral or fair. 
Congress arbitrarily 


passed the law as the Illinois legis- 
lature unfairly and unwisely enacted 
the publie utilities act. 
The present, 


contention is to repeal that law which 
has proven unfair and unjust. 


Does any fair minded person really 


believe that telephone, electric light, 
gas and heating corporations should 
be allowed to violate their own eor- 
traets through the publio utilities 
route? Tour editorial say» they may 
,lose money. 
Few business men or 


farmers but lose money in the course 
of a twenty year period. 
All busi- 


ness has'its periods of profit mak- 
ing and its losses. 
It is t matter of public knowledge 


that for many years previous 
to 


America getting into the world war 
that public utilities were a very prof- 
itable kind of investment, and mil- 
lions of money was accumulated 
through public utilities investments 
in excess of fair interest charges.

tically all of the utility companies of 
the state received, free of any cost, 
franchises worth many milion» of 
dollars. 


If the public utilities companies arc 


to be guaranteed against any loss of 
money, why not take an accounting 
of the earnings of such companies 
far the past twenty years and have 
life utilities companies pay to the 
people the excess charges taken from 
them during that period? It will be 
found that upon the actual value of 
public service companies within that 
period, that many years such com- 
panies received as high as forty per 
cent upon the actual bona fide In- 
vestment. 
Does any person bellevo 


that the public utilities commission 
at Springfield can or will deal as 
fairly in the adjustment of rates and 


ecuring service to the patrons lo- 
cally of such company as the council 
at Decatur? 
The vicious thing surrounding the 


utilities commission is that it is ab-

ONE WITH "POLITICAL GIFT' 
So far as I have become acquaint- 


ed with the women who now are seen 


I at national committee meetings of 


solutely controlled'by politician*. It 
is centrally located, and it is a well 
known fact that the nubile service 
companies are organized all over the 
state. It Is easy to' understand that 
an individual wlll'not get very far as 
opposed to the organized strength of 
all the Public 
Service Companies 


In the state. 
We have a concrete example re- 


cently in the city of Decatur of tha 
public telephone system 
obtaining 


permission to raise rates without no- 
tice to the city. Any per«on repre- 
senting municipal corporations, who 
are really fighting for the interest* 
of the people, understand* that the 
public utilities commission at Spring- 
field ha* not done anything, and prob- 
ably will do nothing in the interest 
of the people. 


Your editorial also deals with the 


<inestion of public 
ownership. 
Of 


course, this argument is entirely out- 
aide of the issue now presented, but 
I do not' believe the people of the 
city of Decatur would be willing to 
surrender it* water system to some 
private corporation and purchase wa- 
ter from 
*uch corperation. 
Cer- 


tainly they would not be willing to 
permit *ome public utilities commis- 
sion to fix the water rates, and the 
same I) true as to alt the necessities 
furnished by the Publio Service com- 
panies. 
When such companies made 


vast sums out of the people the excess 
charges were not paid by them back 
to the people, but in u, period of high 
colts and charges temporarily be- 
cause they are not allowed to make 
the accustomed dividends, 1* It fair 
to the people who have "contracted 
with them for eervice that they 
should be allowed to violate their 
contract? 
All people are not fool*, 


and the people of Decatur know very 
well that they are paying too much 
now for many kinds of public service, 
as, for instance, the telephone, and 
they are paying 
quite 
enough for 


heating, gas and electricity. 


Another institution quite akin to 


the utilities commission li the tax 
commission of the state. This com- 
mlsiion ha* reduced, it 1* a matter of 
record, the- taxes upon a grea# many 
large corporation* in the state. The 
taxe* upon farm land* and property 
throughout the state in most in- 
stance* have been increased since the 
new taxing system waa adopted. 


To show how the tax 
commission 


works, and it *eem* to be associated 
with big business, the Pullman com- 
pany'* assessed valuation was de- 
creased about forty per cent, while 
the publio utilltle* commission work- 
ing at another end of the itste house, 
permitted the Pullman company to 
enhance It* rates to its patrons about 
fifty per cent, 


I believe It is about time that the 


people should control tome .of their 
own affairs, and that there »hould be 
a separation between big business of 
this state and the politic* of the 
state.

Topeka, Kans., Aug. 28—Stories of 


sudden wealth In the Kansas wheat 
belt are numerous this year, due to 
the unusual acreage of "volunteer 
wheat," a crop grown 
from seeds 


which fall in the previous harvesting. 
Officially estimated there was 1,500,- 
000 acres of volunteer wheat In Kan- 
sas this year, or about a sixth of the 
total harvested acreage.- This wheat 
yielded probably 40,000,000 bushels or 
representing a monetary 
value of 


about J100,000,000. The total Kansas 
crop of wheat is estimated officially 
at 150,000,000 bushels. 


The large acreage of volunteer 


wheat is due to the fact that a great 
deal of this acreage waa deserted as 
wheat land by the owners, after lasl 
year's none to bountiful crop had 
been harvested. The 
1819 
acreage 


was in excess of 11,000,000, by far 
the record for any state in the union 
A wet fall caused the kernels of 
wheat which had fallen to the ground 
during the harvesting,' to germinate. 


SOME GET RICH 


Finding the "volunteer" crop mak- 


ing a stand, farmers did not. disturb 
the growth and, 
with 
Ideal wheat 


growing weather this spring, the vol- 
unteer wheat made yields fully as 
bountiful as the rest of the crop. 


Innumerable Etories of "deserted 


acreages," producing $5,000 to $25,000 
worth of wheat come from western 
Kansas where the bulk of the volun- 
teer wheat was grown. Others tell of 
farmers who purchased farms this 
year and paid for them with the re- 
turns of this year's wheat harvest.

Smut in small grain* is a fungus 
isease and 
i* communicated from 


ne plant to another by means of 
pores which find lodgement In 'the 
leed and infect it. 


There are three principal types of 


imut in wheat: The loose smut, the 
covered or stinkin? smut and the 
lag smut. 
The 
first, 
sometimes 


ailed the "bunt" Is within tke ker- 
nel of the. grain itself. 
The kernel 


eems perfectly formed but Instead 
>f having a starchy mass Inside it 
lecome* a ball of smut, the seed cov- 
rlng 
enclosing 
numerous 
smut 


pores. 
There was Quite a little of 


linking 
smut in this 
region last 


year, however, it has not been so 
>revalent during the present season. 


The second, or loose smut, was 


quite evident this year, plants in- 
'ected with this do not show any in- 
dications of It until heading, at which 
ime, Instead of forming a head, a 
blackened mass of smut appears. 


The last, or flag smut, is an Aus- 


rallan disease and fortunately, has 
not as yet become an economic fac- 
or In this country so little attention 
needs to be given it here. 


LOOSE! SMUT 


The loose smut of wheat ripens Its 


spores at the time the plants are in 
bloom. 
The spores are shaken out 


of the smut heads by the win* and 
ire sometimes carries 
considerable 


distances. These spores find lodge- 
ment in the flowers of other wheat 
plants where thev lay dormant and 
infect the seed. There 1* no notlce- 
>ble difference In this Infected seed 
from other seed. The organism floes 
not become active until the seed Is 
sown. It commences to grow when 
the wheat germinates and continues 
to grown all the time along with the 
wheat plant and Inside the plant and 
does not show ttself until the next 
year at the time of the formation of 
:he head the following season. 


The treatment 
for loose smut Is 


very difficult and is almost Imprac- 
ticable except where certain equip- 
ment and conditions can be had. The 
only treatment so far found to be ef- 
fective Is known as the hot water 
treatment where the grain has to be 
held in.hot water at a temperature of 
129 degrees F for ten minutes. Tt is 
much safer to obtain seed that is 
not Infected with loose smut If it is 
possible to be had. Any farmer who 
has a field of wheat which has no 
smut heads In 
it and wJilch i.s not 


close to another field that is infected 
will have healthy seed. 


STINKING SMUT 


The spores of stinking smut is held 


in the kernel of the grain itself un- 
til the grain Is threshed, when tho 
covering is 
broken 
open and the 


spores scattered and find lodgment 
on other 
healthy seed. 
When the 


grain Is planted the spores germinate 


and infect the young seedlings'. Since 
these spores -are. on the 'outside of 
the grain any chemical which «il' 
kill the spores and not injure, the seed 
may be applied 
in preventing tins 


smut. 
We' have such a chemical it 


formaldehyde. 


The following are the directions ton 


treating wheat for 
smut issued b» 


th« University of Illinois: 


"I. Provide two tubs or halt bar- 


rels. Make a hole through the side 
of each in such » way that the bot- 
tom of the hole will be l«vel wltlt 
the bottom of the tub.
